SOUND THEIR DANGER SIGNAL 


All 
Beavtrs 
Understand 
Warning 


Which- Is Convtyed to Them by 


Their Fellows. 


Although sometimes found In pairs, 


beavers are essentially gregarious an- 
imals, and, like many inoffensive crea- 
tures of that habit, they have a dan- 
ger signal understood by all the mem- 
bers of the colony and a peculiar odor 
for keeping them in touch with each 
other, writes B. I. Bocock, F. R. 8., In 
Conquest. 


A suddenly startled beaver prompt- 


ly dives, and, as it goes under. It gives 
the water a resounding slap with its 
tail, which warns other beavers with- 
Ing earshot that danger is afoot. Down 
they all go into the depths, leaving 
no sign of their presence apart from 
the ripples on the surface of the lake 
or stream. The odor which keeps the 
community together comes from an 
oily fluid- discharged from a couple of 
large glands beneath the root of the 
tall. 
This substance, known to the 


Greeks as "castorium," was at one 
time in demand as a perfume for 
man's delight and as a panacea for his
